Martin Lu-| 
ther says, ‘There are but two classes | 
of beings who do not love music—devils 
and fanatics. The former hate, and the 
latter condemn it.” 

T. Morley, an English divine, says— 
“T ever held this sentence of the Poet, 
as a doctrine of my creed, that .they, 


Shakespeare. says,—'‘ He who. loves 
not music, is fit for treason, ee, 
and spoils, and his affections are dark as 
Erebus.” 

Vocal musie should» be tanght and 
made a common braneli of education in 


all our public schools, and also.in all oth- |. 


er institutions of learning thoughout our 
whole country — Let‘every teaeher be re- 
quired to teach vocal music as far as the 
vocal training of a thorough course of 
elemental instruction, and the cultiva- 
tion of thé voice is concerned; so that 
every child, in the land, may be tanght 
to sirg correctly by note, while young, 


cultivation. Thus,’ when children are 
placed under careful and judicious teach- 
ers who understand music well, and whio 
will guide the r young voices through a 
thorough course of vocal instruction, 
suited ty their cupacities, singing will 
become like a second; nature to them,and 
their voices will gain in volume and 
richness of tone, which they can never be | 
made'to attain at a more advanced peti- | 
od in life.

“In regard to the wisdom of her pofi- 
cy in adhering to an exclusive: metallic 
currency, as tar as California herself. is 
concerned, it may seem almost indelicate 
for me to express an opinion, When, 
by refusing to recognize the aatherity 
of Congress in making’ United States 
notes lawfal money, she places herself 
| in antagonism to the credit of the Gov- 
| ernment, every supporter of the Gevern- 

ment no matter where he may reside, has 
the right-to criticise and to condemn her 
action ; hut ler domestic. poliey,: eo far 
as it affeets California alone, is a matter 
in which the citizens of other States 
have no direct interest.” I have, however, 
very decided opinions upon this subject, 
and as you seem to desire an expression 
| of them, I have no hesitatiou in. saying 
that, in my judgment, California. would 
have been a much richer and thore pros- 
perons State if her circulation had been 
a mixed, instead of an exclusively mie- 
talic one.

partment of Agriculture. 

Some months since we suggested the 
name of S. F. Seabury, Mr. Avery’s <As- 
sistant for this Division, to the Depart- 
ment, as its correspondent from this 
county, since which time he has received 
a variety of seeds from that source, which 
he distributed as judiciously as he could 
samong those he thought most likely to 
take an interest in their culture, with a 
request that the seed of such varieties, 
as proved a success from the adaptation 
of our soil to them, be preserved for 
more general distribution among our 
ranehmen and gardeners next season. 

He has also received the Monthly Re- 
port from the Department, for the month 
of Mareb, a copy of which, he presented 
us, and in looking over its pages, we 
were struck with the admirable arrange- 
ment of the several tables_of statistics, 
so perfect indeed, that one is enabled. to 
refer, in a moment, to whatever particu- 
lar matter they contain, he may wish to 
examine. 

We have also received from Hon. Isaac 
Newton, Commissioner of Agriculture, 
who seems not only to thoroughly un- 
derstand every duty of his positien, but 
to feel alively interest in receiving re- 
liable information from every source, 
and imparting the same to every section 
of the country, a copy of his invalua- 
ble report for 1863, which contains a 
vast amount of instructive and interest- 
ing matter, and we propose, a8 time and 
occasion may warrant, to lay before 
our readers extraets from this report, of 
such matter as we think will be of in- 
terest or profit to those engaged in ag- 
ricultural pursuits in our county. Let 
Plumas contribute her part towards 
building up and rendering useful this 
important department. It should be 
berne in mind by every citizen that every 
section can and should contribute some- 
thing in this direction. Almost every 
locality has some peculiar production, — 
some fruit, some vegetable, some grass 
or grain, or something of value, an ac- 
count of which should find its way to 
this National institution. True, ours is 
a mining rather than an agricultural 
county. Bat notwithstanding the almest 
marvelous richness of our mines, a8 now 
evidenced beyond all cavil by the devel- 
opments of the past year, Plumas has 
no inconsiderable agricultural interests. 
In alocality where farming is not the 
principal business, where many who do 
engage in it do not make it their princi- 
pal business, do 2 little on a most limi- 
ted scale, cultivate a garden or a small 
patch, or keep a small dairy, with but 
few who can with propriety be called 
large farmer's, this branch of industry 
with us would indeed seem to be insig- 
nificant. But if weconsider the aggre- 
gate value of the farm products of Plu- 
mas, we shall find it no mean item in 
the productions of a community with a 
voting poptlation of twelve hundred, di- 
recting its every energy to the business 
of mining. 

‘Last season, as every one knows, was 
a most uafavorable one, the grain; hay, 
and vegetable crops being all more or 
less injured by the severe frost in June 
last, and the unprecedented drought. In- 
deed, we had thought that the value of 
the farm products of last year could have 
amounted to nothing really in value ; 
and yet we sre informed by one who 
cannot fail to knew, that our farm pro- 
ducts of last year, could not have been 
less than $60,000 ; and yet we certainly 
did not have one third of eur ordinary 
crop.

Eprror Union :—Our town is improv- 
ing with a rapidity that would astonish 
you, were you to visit us. New struc- 
tures going up in every dirction, and 
smiling countenances with hopes of a 
bright future, to be seen on every side- 
Mr. J. Hardgrave is giving the Vernon 
House a thorough renovation, and fitting, 
it up in a No, 1 style, for the accommo- 
| Saehaes of his friends and the traveling 
| public. Mr. J. Taylor, proprietor of the 

Taylor Honee, is erecting, opposite his 
house, a spacions stable and barn,—the 
dimensions of which is sixty by one bun- 
dred feet ; ahd numeious dwelling houses 
and other buildings are being erected in 
every direction, and the mechanics and 
tradesmen are reaping a good’ narvest. 


The “boys” here have come to the con- | 


clusion that the town must have a brass 
band, and in a few hours they raised by 
subscription near $300, and there is to 
be cotillion party at ihe Vernon House, 
in a short time, to complete the amount 
necessary to purchase the. instruments.
